STORY OF THE CASE, 

The foundation on which this case is based 
was a publicationin the Post-DisPATou of 
June 5, 1882, when Mrs. Mary Donnelly, the 
defendant, replied through a reporter to the 
previously published statements made 
by friends of the reverend  gentle- 
man so deeply interested in the 
outeome of the present trial.

The parochial residence was presided 
over by Mary Proctor, a young girl of no 
slight personal attractions. At times the 
sister of the rector took charge of the house- 
hold affairs. All went on well until shortly 
before the holidays, when the gaietv of the 
young girl gave way to a ramets ef the 
traces of which were soon discovered by the 
residents of the little village. 

THE GIRL DISAPPEARED, 
and rumor’s tongue soon began wagging. It 
then leaked out the girl was about to be- 
come a mother, and the paternity of her un- 
born child Dame Rumor charged to the rev- 
erend gentleman under whose immediate care 
she was at thattime. Her parents, a respect- 
able family, lived about eleven 
miles out from Louisiana. At that 
time Charles Kelly, a. stonemason and quar- 
ry owner, admitted having ruined the girl 
and then offered to make what amends he 
could. He said he was a married man and 
could do nothing towards righting the wrong 
by making Mary a wife beforeshe became a 
mother, but agreed, to give her all 
the ready money he could raise and 
turned over to his father $500, with which to 
raise the child when born. Thenext ehapter 
opens in this city, whither the unfortunate 
girl had come to give birth to her child, 
which was born June 25, 1874. Mother and 
child then lived with the family of Patrick 
McCrone, a car driver on Carondelet avenue. 
Later the child, through the instrumentality 
ot Rey, Father Gleeson, who_ became 
pastor of the church of the Holy Name, on 
Grand avenue and Fourteenth street, was 
given tothe care of Mary Donnelly. She 
then lived in the parish of the Holy Name. 
Her husband, a railroad laborer, was absent 
most of his time. The little boy was known 
as Johnny O’Brien among the neighbors, 
and was supposed the child 
of a deceased sister of Mrs. Don- 
nelly, who had lived at Brooklyn, New York. 
Mr. Donnelly returned from one of his trips 
to Texas, and after a short stay with his 
family went to Louisiana, Mo. When he re- 
turned he told his wife of the rumors he had 
heard in Louisiana connecting the names of 
Mary Proctor and Father Gleason, and 
charging them with the ponee of the boy 
Johnny.

One 
stated that while Bishop Ryan was visiting 
Louisiana he called at Father Gleeson’s 
house, and therg met the Bishop, Father 
Gleeson and several parishoners. le shook 
hands with everybody when he entered, and 
later asked a private interview with the 
Bishop. The parishoners went toa room on 
the opposite side of the house, and Father 
Gleeson retired into the adjoining apartment. 
He had just finished his interview with the 
Bishop when Father Gleeson rushed into the 
room, looking “‘wild and angry,” and 
accused witness of trying to injure his good 
name. The Bishop asked Father Gleeson 
to restrain himself as His Grace was hand- 
ling the matter. ‘ The Donnelly family, Law- 
rence, Eugene, Katie and Mr. Donnelly were 
then introduced. The children testified that 
they always thought the child

From the London Globe. 

An important piece of industriai inte]]i- 
gence is telegraphed from Baku. Experi- 
ments which have been in progress for some 
months past for putting into practice the 
discovery made by M. Ditmar for solidify- 
ing kerosene have been at length crowned 
with success, and some thousands of tons 
of the new article are being prepared for the 
European market. Itmay be remembered 
that about a year ago some talk was orca- 
sioned in scientifie eireles by a lecture deliv- 
ered at St. Petersburg, in which M. 


Ditmar, who is a Swede, gave an 
outiine of his discovery. By a certain 
process he stated he could convert 


kerosene and other similar oils intoa sub- 
stance having the appearance Of tallow, and 
cause it to revert again to its original liquid 
condition without in the least impairing its 
properties. Such an assurance naturally 
caused a sensation in the Baku oil trade, and 
Ditmar was at one pounced .upon by the “‘oil 
kings,’ Nobel Brothers, and carried off to 
the Caspian to make good his assertions on 
the spot. That there must have been some- 
thing at the bottom of the discovery, in spite 
of hostile criticism abroad, is proved pretty 
conclusively by the circumstance that it 
should have been taken up by afirm of such 
standing as that of which the Nobel Brothers 
are the directing spirits.

Relics of the Cid. 
Madrid Correspondent London Standard 


Sefior Tubino, a Spanish savant, who re- 
presented King Alphonso at the Vienna Ex- 
hibition of 1882, discovered in the possession 
of Prince Charles of Hohenzollern, at Sig- 
maringen, a cinerary urn containing the 
bones and ashes taken from the tomb of El 
Cid and Jimena, his wife, the medieval he- 
roes of Catholic Spain. Investigations made 
by Sefior Tubino in Paris and among the 
German archives left no doubt_as to the au- 
thenticity of the remains, and King Alphon- 
so and the Madrid government resolved to 
ask for the restitution of the ashes of the 
popular hero. The Prince of Hohenzollern 
consented to give them up on receiving an 
autograph letter from King Alphonso, and, 
this being granted, Sefior Tubino has now 
brought hither the precious marble urn and 
placed itin the hands of the King at the 
palace. The ceremony took place in the 
resence of the Queen and royal family, 
Seflor Sagasta, deputations from the seienti- 
fic societies and the Academy of History, 
and the Senators and Deputies of the Pro- 
vince of Burgos, where it is supposed the 
sepulchre existed. Other records of El Cid 
exist, yet the King delighted the represent- 
atives of the ancient capital of Castile by 
telling them that he intrusted to the Town 
Council of Burgos the urn and ashes which 
have been recovered in so singular a manner,

SUPPOSED VIOLATORS, 
occurred in the city during thelast few days. 
There were three instances, in fact. 
About twelve days ago two. agents 
of the Treasury Department from 
Washington arrived at the Southern. 
They registered as John Douglass and Thos. 
H. Keeffe. Toa Post-DisPaATcu reporter, 
who met Mr. Keeffe during his early sojourn 
in the city, he said that he was here partly 
on business and. partly on _ pleasure, 
and that there was really not 
the least significance in his visit. 
Mr. Keeffe was known, however, to bean 
astute detective, and his word was little to 
be believed when it came to stating what he 
might be doing under certain circumstances. 
Within the last few days the tacts did come 
out. Everybody who keeps posted 
about society topics knows that 
Mrs. Rolla Billingsley visited Eu- 
rope last summer, arriving home in October. 
Mr. Billingsley, of the well-known firm of 
Billingsley & Nanson, did not go with her. 
Now, the lady naturally became excit- 
ed over the displays in the 
stores of Paris, and purchased 
guite heavily of the goods there shown. 
A lynx-eyed special agent soon knew as much 
about her purchases as she did herself, anda 
memorandum followed her to this country. 
Soon after Mr. Keeffe came here he called 
upon Mr. Billingsley, stated to him that his 
wife had brought over goods upon which the 
necessary duty had not’ been paid, 
and that he was here to look into the mat- 
ter. Mr. B. was astonished. Mr. Keeffe 
was cold, formal and suspicious, in fact he 
was the professional detective. People who 
know only the weak, amateur, 
blundering detective which St. Louis affords 
will never understand Mr. Keetffe’s manner. 
Mr. Billingsley indignantly denied that his 
wife, or the ladies who were with her, had 
intentionally violated the law. ‘he special 
agents insisted that they must investigate. 
They did so. The Billingsley family were 
and are boarding at the Southern. Douglass 
and Keeffe had set up their 
star chamber and investigating room 
in No. 81 of the same _hostelry. 
The goods brought over were seen, exam- 
ined, and very fine silks, and other fabrics, 
whi-h had been passed free, were decided to 
be dutiable. Mr. Billingsley declared imme- 
diately that he was willing to do whatever 
the law required. Douglass and Keefte 
PUT THEIR HEADS TOGETHER, 
and they made out an itemized bill, 
in whieh costs and expenses 
for themselves and other special 
agents cut the iargest figure, and told the 
commission merchant that $1,000 would sat- 
isfy them. The story goes that Mr. Billings- 
ley promptly paid the money, declaring all 
the time that he had no intention of avoiding 
or evading thelaw. This much is certain— 
Mr. Keeffe pointed out Mr. Billingsley in the 
rotunda of the Southern, Monday afternoon, 
and said loud enough to be heard.‘**That gen- 
tleman has paid me $1,000.” ‘The agent ad- 
mitted, on more than one occasion, that there 
had been no attempt on the part of Mrs. Bil- 
lingsley to smuggle; that the whole matter 
grew out of an ignorance of the law. 
Another case in point was occurring at the 
sume time. It will be remembered that dur- 
ing last fall Mr. Charles Greeley married 
Miss Arnold, a daughter of Mr. Arnold, of 
the firm of Arnold, Constable & Co., 
a very prominent New York house. 
The young couple went ou the customary 
bridal tour to Europe, and the Government 
shadows were on their track as usual. Ac- 
cordingly, Mr. Keeffe brought out in his 
pocket a memorandum, furnished by some 
other fly cops across the water, to the effect 
that Mrs. Greeley owed the Government 
duty which she ought to pay. 
Mr. Keeffe called on Mr. Greeley. The latter 
courted, and demanded the most rigid in- 
vestigation. If he had violated the law. he 
declared that he had done so only through 
the purest ignorance, and he professed tue 
utmost Willingness to rectify the error, if 
such could be shown to exist. 
That was what the special agent wanted and 
he gotit. After the most rigid scrutiny he 
found that his friend across the water had 
been greatly mistaken, and that 
NOT ONE CENT’S WORTH 
of the duty was due or unpaid on the bag- 
gage brought over by Mr. and Mrs. Greeley. 

The story goes that Mr. Bliss, the United 

States District Attorney, Mr. Greeley and 
Agent Keeffe met, fully discussed the matter, 
and that the latter admitted that his data 
were wrong and that he had made the worst 
kind of a water haul. 
Mr. Keeffe had been only in towna few 
days when he began inquiring from several 
persons whether they knew Miss Cook and 
whether they Were acquainted with a Miss 
Baker, who was friendly with her. 

“Miss Cook?’ said one of the gentlemen 
asked. ‘“lhereis a Mrs. Ike Cook.’’ 

‘That is the lady, and do you know Miss 
Baker?” 

**Miss Cora Baker 
“Yes, thatis the name,” and Mr. Keeffe 
showed a letter describing the young lady as 
a handsome and fascinating blonde, giving 
her height and probable weight, and making 
aguess at the young lady’s age, which 
was probably as much out of the way 
as the usual guesses of detectives, 
Now, Mr. Keeffe had another memorandum, 
with Miss Baker’s name at tlie top, and 
Which stated that that young lady was in- 
debted to the Government for duty on sundry 
articles of jewelry and wearing apparel, 
which she brought over with her on her late 
arrival from Europe. Miss Baker was absent 
from the city, and therefore was not seen. 
So that, in her case, nothing has yet been 
done, and itwill probably prove either an
